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Hasty Action Could Be Harmful 


When a lawyer finds himself defending 
a client against a charge that alleges a 
violation of law in vague, general terms 
but says nothing specific, he asks the 
court to require the prosecution to fur­ 
nish 
a 
“ bill of 
particulars,” 
naming 
dates, times, places and actions. 
Perhaps that’s the course the Board of 
Public Utilities should take in the cur­ 
rent instance in which Councilman Floyd 
Murray has indicated by indirection that 
there's something wrong with the job the 
board is doing in administering the wa­ 
ter and sewage departments. 


WITHOUT CHARGING the unsalaried 
hoard with mismanagement or any other 
improper act, he has told his fellow coun­ 
cilmen that administration of the two de­ 
partments should he returned to the safe- 
ty-service director. 
He said on two occasions — on .Jan. 
2ft and again 
last 
Monday night—that 
Council might act “ to place the Depart­ 
ment of Public Utilities under ihe full 
control of a person of experience, honesty 
and integrity, one who is fully capable 
of giving good public service to our citi­ 
zens.” 
At. the same time, Mr. Murray said he 
was not accusing “ anyone of dishonesty 
or inefficiency.” 
He added to his criticism of the Utili­ 
ties Board last Monday by asserting that 
the board meets “ in secret" and added 
that the press and the public should be 
advised in advance of its meetings. 
The Board of Public Utilities has built 
up a creditable record for efficient, eco­ 
nomical and non - political operation of 
the water department since it first was 
established in 1952 under an ordinance en­ 
acted by Council. 


IRONICALLY. IT WAS the safety-serv- 
lce director who led the way in calling 
for establishment of the utilities board, 
primarily to take the water department 
out of politics. For generations, it had 
been a notorious political football, sub­ 
ject to wide variations in policy w i t h 
every change in administration. 
Before Civil Service was instituted for 
most city employes in 1948. it was taken 
for granted virtually all of the water plant 
jobs — as well as those in the line crew - 
would change hands when Republicans 
succeeded Democrats, or vice versa 
There was no continuity in general pol­ 
icy under those conditions 
Operations 
were hand - to - month in many instances. 
The late Lawrence S Bloor, an account­ 
ant bv profession, was the director who 
worked for the change in the administra­ 
tive setup. He was hacked by former 
Mayor Arnold W Devon. 
After the sewage treatment plant was 
erected in 1958. its administration was in 


the hands of the director for a couple 
of years. Then it, too, was shifted to the 
utilities board. 
Most of the water department s 7,500 
customers also pay sewage charges. In 
effect, the work load has doubled, so far 
as administration is concerned. T h e r e 
are two plants and their crews to oversee. 


T H ER E 
IS SERIOUS doubt 
if 
anv 
safety - service director could spare ade­ 
quate time from all his other duties to 
administer properly all the details of the 
water and sewage departments. If he did, 
there would be a great increase in his 
work load and possibly other branches of 
the safety or service departments would 
suffer from lack of attention. 


In the days before the Board of Public 
Utilities, the director was faced frequent­ 
ly with minor administrative details of 
the water department. Since he had the 
final say. it was easier to pass the buck 
to the director than take a chance on 
rubbing a customer the wrong way — 
particularly a customer who was “ in” 
with the administration then in power 


That situation could return, with all its 
annoyances to the public and the director. 


Council should take a long, hard look 
at Mr. Murray’s 
proposals 
before 
it 
moves. If he wishes to cite specific allega­ 
tions against the board, they should be 
talked out face-to-face in specific — not 
general—terms. 


TH ER E ARE THOSE who carry a chip 
on their .shoulder for the utilities board 
because of the sewage charges now billed 
quarterly on the same postcard w i t h 
the water statement. 
But the plant was built six years ago 
under administration direction and w i t h 
authority of Council legislation The legis­ 
lation included the provision for sale of 
bonds to finance the plant 
and t h e 
charges assessed against customers to re­ 
tire ihe debt. 
The system was turned over to Ihe 
Utilities Board after all those things were 
done, so the board hardly can be held 
responsible 
Now there is a more stringent system 
to enforce collection 
of 
delinquent 
ac­ 
counts. A man’s politics or his relation­ 
ship to a politician have no bearing on 
the decision whether to use the turnoff 
kev to enforce payment 
That policy, too. may have made some 
enemies 
There are many ramifications 
t h a t 
should he considered carefully if Council 
pursues Mr Murray's suggestion 
In the 
end it will boil down to this: 
Which system offers the most effect ive. 
business - like operation, with least possi­ 
bility of political domination?

President Wilson had failed at 
Paris to convince the pragmatic 
leaders of Europe that the time 
had come to put idealism above 
commercialism, 
and 
he 
also 
had failed at home to convince 
the voters that a League of Na­ 
tions needed American partici­ 
pation. Premier Clemenceau of 
France was almost as intransi- 
geant then as Gen. de Gaulle is 
today, but somewhat more flex­ 
ible at least in supporting the 
League of Nations concept. 
The diplomacy of those days 
was not far different from what 
it is today — each government 
in Europe was primarily con­ 
cerned with what it could get 
in the way of territory and what 


financial benefits could be de­ 
rived from colonies or posses­ 
sions. 
In vain. Mr. Wilson had cried 
out for the principle of self-de­ 
termination of peoples. But, in 
the few instances where inde­ 
pendence was granted, a selfish 
imperialism soon took it away. 


T H ER E STILL ARE some per­ 
sons in the press and in public 
life 
who 
remember 
vividly 
those troublesome times. Her­ 
bert Hoover, for instance, who 
had served as food administra­ 
tor in Europe under Mr. Wilson 
and for eight years as a mem­ 
ber of the Cabinet before he was 
elected president in 1928, wrote 


a book entitled “ The Ordeal of 


Woodrow Wilson.” It was pub­ 


lished in 1958. and one passage 


said: 
“ The United Nations’ organi­ 


zation except in one particular, 
follows very closely the pattern 
of Woodrow 
Wilson’s league. 
. . . but the admission of ag­ 
gressive dictatorship to its mem­ 
bership would never have been 
accepted by Woodrow Wilson. 
He conceived the League as an 
association of free nations, not 
to include men and dictatorships 
conspiring tor its ruin.

After Cuban exiles and Cu­ 
ban - Americans demonstrated 
against the fishermen, a heavy 
guard was thrown around Mon­ 
roe County jail. where the 36 
were held there in lieu of $1,000 
hail each.

hanged 
Castro in effigy and threw him 


into the sea from Mallory Dock, 
adjacent to the Coast Guard 
dock, where the Cubans had 
lived aboard their trawlers. The 
boats were herded there by the 
Coast Guard from Florida’s Dry 
Tortugas Islands, where they 
were boarded Sunday.

ANSWER: The firing of these guns was a salute, a wa\ of 
paying the greatest possible honor to President Kennedy A 
salute is a gesture of recognition and resped Salutes origi­ 
nated in early days when a person of lesser rank would de­ 
liberately disarm himself before a superior, to prove his 
humility and obedience. Extending one’s hand for a hand­ 
shake. in those days, proved there was no sword in it. taking 
off your hat lo someone meant taking off your steel helmet. 
in the same way, when an oldtime ship or fort shot off all or 
most of its cannon, it showed it was helpless for a while, 
since it took quite a time to reload The top picture shows an 
old time ship which carried so few guns that to shoot off 21 
of them would greatly reduce its 
fighting power So originated 
the 21 gun salute, 
this 
number of guns being set to honor 
heads of state and royalty — it was called the 'royal salute". 
The custom has come down to us; we also use salutes of 19, 
I", 15. 13. ll and 5 guns, to honor less important people The 
reason tor the odd numbers is said to be that old time sea­ 
men considered even numbers unlucky.
